CANTERBURY has beaten 
the recession and its econo¬ 
my will recover to 2007 lev¬ 
els this year according to a 
new report. 

The South East England Develop¬ 
ment Agency has said yearly output 
for the district will equal 2007 levels 
during 2010 along with Ashford. 

The Canterbury area is faring sig¬ 
nificantly better than other Kent dis¬ 
tricts - Shepway’s economy will only 
recover in 2014, Swale’s in 2015 and 
Dover’s in 2016. 

Unemployment is also due to return

to 2007 levels this year along, with 
Ashford. According to some measures, 
Maidstone and Swale’s unemploy¬ 
ment levels will not return to pre¬ 
recession levels until after 2025. 

Kent’s unemployment levels are 
also not expected to return to 2007 
levels until 2012 to 2014. 

Dawn Hudd, local economy manag¬ 
er for Canterbury council, said: “The 
data was pulled together by Experian 


earlier this year. With any statistics, 
when you get down to city and town 
level, you have to be very careful 
about how you interpret it and these 
are only estimates. 

“Having said that, it is positive and 
it is not anything I would not have 
expected because Canterbury, if you 
look back over history, in times of 
recession or economic downturn does¬ 
n’t fare too badly. 

“That is because we have always 
had strong employment in the public 
sector. Of course that could turn 
against us because the public sector

Bay flooding 
was preventable 
says water firm

FLOODING that damaged 
60 homes in Herne Bay 
could have been prevented, 
Southern Water has 
admitted. 

The company says a valve on an 
emergency outlet pipe at the King’s 
Hall Pumping Station should have 
been open, but was actually closed. 

The problem meant storm water 
from the heavy rainfall was not let 
out to sea, as it should have been. 

Instead the water backed up in 
the sewerage system until it over¬ 
flowed and flooded houses and busi¬ 
nesses in Heme Bay. 

Chris Dawson was spending her 
first night at home after surgery 
when raw sewage started flowing 
into her ground floor flat on Central 
Parade. 

Ms Dawson, who is uninsured, 
has been told she cannot keep any¬ 
thing because of sewage contamina¬ 
tion, including irreplaceable family 
photos and her mother’s ashes. 

She said: “I said to my mum, you’ll 
come with me wherever I go. That’s 
not going to happen now.” 

Melvyn Pankhurst, also of 
Central Parade, is insured. He said: 
“I’ll give the water company their 
due, they held their hands up 
straight away and rang me the very 
next day, but it’s still aggravation.” 

Many of those affected have 
formed a campaign group called 
Herne Bay Flood Action Group 
(FLAG). It is chaired by David 
Shortt of Mortimer Street, whose 
cellar was flooded. 

He said: “It is quite good news the 
water company has been upfront, 
because on previous occasions they 



have used all the wriggle-room they 
possibly could to avoid admitting it. 

“On the other hand, admitting it 
is one thing but admitting liability 
is another. There are an awful lot of 
people around here who have lost 
huge amounts of stuff.” 

Southern Water’s director of cus¬ 
tomer services, Kim Salmon, said: 
“Firstly, I want to once again say 
sorry to all those who were affected 
by the flooding. Our immediate pri¬ 
ority remains to complete a full 
clean-up and help everyone get 
back to normal. 

“We have been able to find out 
why there was flooding, although 
we still need to establish why the 
valve was shut. 

‘We’d like to assure customers 
we’re doing all we can to avoid a 
repeat occurrence. The flooding in 
2005 and 2008 was unrelated to the 
incident last month.” 

Southern Water has said it is 
speaking to those affected by the 
flooding as well as their insurance 
companies about what can be done 
to repair the flood damage. 


City'well-placed to 
cope with job cuts'

cutbacks could impact quite hard on 
Canterbury. So what has been our 
strength could be a weakness for us 
over the next five or six years. 

“Our challenge is going to be reduc¬ 
ing the impact of public sector cuts. 
We are looking at strategies at the 
moment for that. 

“Unemployment is still higher than 
it was pre-recession, but it is still rel¬ 
atively low at about 2.3 per cent, 
which is below the national average 
and fourth-lowest in Kent.” 

Paul Barrett is managing director 
of Barretts of Canterbury Ltd and 
chairman of Canterbury4Business. 

He said: “There is no doubt there 
are some challenges ahead, because 
our large public sector could be a risk. 
But there are lots of other good indi¬ 
cators which suggest Canterbury is 
well-placed to mitigate any losses 
that happen in the public sector.” 

The report said that, in the 
Canterbury district, there were still 
3.3 to four people on the dole per job 
vacancy this summer. 

Football flight drunks' 
suspended sentences 

TWO drunks who stole from a pub 
safe intending jet off to the World 
Cup in South Africa have had their 
wings clipped by magistrates. 

Barman Michael Frampton, 20, 
and regular customer George 
Warner, 27, were boozing with the 
landlord at the Wall pub in 
Whitstable when they decided to 
steal £5,773 from the safe after he 
went to bed. 

They planned to see the England- 
Germany match and were nabbed at 
Gatwick after buying tickets to fly to 
Turkey. They were so drunk they 
originally tried to fly from Manston, 
which doesn’t offer long-haul passen¬ 
ger flights. 

Canterbury Magistrates gave 
Frampton, of Nightingale Avenue, 
Whitstable, a 120 day jail sentnce, 
suspended for 18 months, an 18 
month supervision order, a six month 
alcohol treatment order and a six 
month curfew. Warner, of Argyll 
Road, Whitstable, was given 90 days 
in jail suspended for a year, a 12 
month supervision order, alcohol 
treatment plus a three month curfew. 
Both men were ordered to pay 
£904.54 compensation. 


Dam Buster's book for auction 


RARE Dambusters memorabilia is 
expected to fetch huge prices when it 
goes up for auction. 

The lots include a book about the 
raid owned by Flying Officer Brian 
Goodale, of the famed 617 Squadron. 

It is signed by many of those who 
flew against German dams armed 
with the bouncing bombs, which 
were developed off the Kent coast at 
Reculver. 

Goodale, known as Concave, was 
the only wireless operator awarded 
the Distinguished Flying Cross and 
bar during World War Two. 

He was a member of the AJ-L 
Leather crew and survived the first 
wave of attacks on the Eder dam. 

After the war he became a sales¬ 
man, went to Northern Ireland and 
stayed at the Devonshire Hotel. 

One night he vanished, leaving his 
belongings and an unpaid bill. 



He died in Cambridge Hospital in 
1977. 

Now, 42 years later, that hotel bill is 
to be repaid in full, as Goodale’s copy 
of The Dam Busters by Paul 
Brickhill, made immortal when 
director Michael Anderson used it as 
the basis for his 1955 film starring 
Richard Todd, is among the books to 
be offered in the two-day sale at the 


Canterbury Auction Galleries. 

The book, pictured, is signed by 
most of the heroes involved in the 
raids on the German Ruhr dams, 
including bouncing bomb inventor 
Barnes Wallis. 

Vanessa Famham, 58, whose par¬ 
ents owned the Devonshire Hotel, 
now lives in Whitstable. She remem¬ 
bers the tall, cultured Goodale. 

She said: “He lodged with my par¬ 
ents on a weekly basis. He went 
home one weekend but never 
returned, leaving the bill unpaid. 

“He left all his belongings, includ¬ 
ing the book, which just went on to 
the hotel bookshelf.” 

The book has been valued at £800 
but could go for even more if a true 
Dambusters collector is in the crowd.

Ring kept safe through 
the Holocaust is stolen

A RING whose owner managed to 
hold on to it through the horror of a 
Nazi concentration camp has been 
stolen. 

The ring was kept safe all through the Second 
World War, despite its owner being sent to a 
concentration camp, and it has been passed 
through the family for years to its current 
owner, 19-year-old, Amy Brooks, a student in 
Canterbury 

But on Tuesday, September 7, between 7pm 
and 11.55pm, a thief took advantage of an open 
window in her flat in Forrester Close, and stole 
the ring when Miss Brooks went into her 
kitchen for 15 minutes to make tea. 

She said: “I have been absolutely devastated 
by this. I come from a really safe town in 
Hertfordshire and this never ever happens 
there. I am terrified to be in my room. 

“I feel very sad and quite empty. To have the 
ring taken was just disastrous. I wore it every 
single day. 

“I am almost considering dropping out of uni¬ 
versity because I feel unsafe. If I could meet the 
thief I would explain the story of the ring and 
say to them, did you really consider who I 
might be or where the ring came from? 

“It’s the only thing we have left - we don’t 
have anything else that goes further back than 
that because everything was taken by the 
Germans. I feel I have let everybody down.” 



Miss Brooks’ family used to live in Lodz, 
Poland. After the Nazis invaded, up to six mil¬ 
lion Poles were slaughtered, three million of 
them in concentration camps. 

A blue stone, which would later become the 
ring, was owned by Miss Brooks’ great aunt, 
whose brothers were murdered and father was 
forced into slave labour by the Nazis. 

Miss Brooks said: “My great aunt was caught 
stealing food for her family and other people, 
and they put into a concentration camp, but 
remarkably she was not killed. Very rarely did 
people survive for doing such things. 

“The rock was somehow protected. Some peo¬ 
ple say she took it with her to the concentration 
camp, some say my great grandmother had it. 
No-one is really sure. Everything but this stone 
was taken.” 

Miss Brooks’ great aunt was kept in Lodz, 
then Auschwitz, and later in Germany. After 
the war the stone was made into a ring.

Warning after 
purses are stolen 

PICKPOCKETS have been targeting 
purses in women’s handbags in the dis¬ 
trict, according to police. 

On Friday afternoon, six purses were 
stolen - two in Whitstable, two in Heme 
Bay and two in Canterbury, 

The purses were taken in daylight in 
busy areas, often when the targets, aged 
between 23 and 80, were distracted. 

One woman noticed her purse was 
missing after two other women bumped 
into her. 

Another left her bag unattended after 
coins fell to the floor and she stopped to 
pick them up. 

Police believe the same group may be 
responsible for all the crimes. Sergeant 
Graham Todd said: “We believe they are 
connected and the group may have trav¬ 
elled by car from one town to the next. 

“People need to take care to keep their 
purses and bags safe and secure. They 
should also be aware of people who 
might try various tactics to distract 
them.” 

Crash pilot saved 
by dredger crew 

A MICROLIGHT enthusiast who 
crashed into the sea just before sunset 
was “luck/’ to have been rescued by a 
passing dredger. 

The Heme Bay man crash-landed off 
the Deal coast at 7pm and was spotted 
by the Britannia Beaver. The crew man¬ 
aged to throw a rope and rescue the 
microlight pilot who was taken to hospi¬ 
tal and treated for hypothermia. 

A spokesman for Dover Coastguard 
said: “It was lucky for him they were 
there. It was getting dark and if you go 
adrift in the dark it is difficult to get 
back again.” 


Cars for sale 
are set alight 


Multiplex plan to 
replace lost school 


ARSONISTS are targeting cars on 
sale in lay-bys on the Old Thanet 
Way. 

Since July 1, seven cars have 
been deliberately set on fire and 
vandalised. 

Herne Bay station manager 
Peter Orton said: ‘We have noticed 
owners have been leaving their 
vehicles, which are for sale, in the 
lay-bys on the Old Thanet Way for 
potential buyers to see. 

“Quite often these cars are left 
parked up for long periods of time, 
and they can become targets for 
mindless vandals and arsonists. 

‘We are concerned that, as the 
trend to advertise cars for sale on 
this road grows, the number of inci¬ 
dents we are called out to will 
increase. 

“Furthermore, we are extremely 
worried one of these fires will get 
out of control and threaten nearby 
residents’ lives and homes. 

“Deliberate fire-setting is a very 
serious and malicious action which 
puts enormous demands on fire¬ 
fighting resources. These incidents 
have the potential to divert our 
crews from other incidents such as 
car crashes or house fires. 

We are warning deliberate fire- 
setters that, if they are caught, 
they face fines or several years in 
jail - possibly a life sentence if 
someone is killed as a result of 
their actions.” 


KINGSMEAD could get a cinema 
instead of a school, if the council 
opposition’s plans go ahead. 

The former football stadium site, 
which has been earmarked for devel¬ 
opment, had a space set aside for a 
new primary school, which Kent 
County Council has recently with¬ 
drawn funding for. 

The council’s contingency plan is to 
sell off the school land so developers 
could build housing on it. 

The development brief states: “In 
the event the development of a new 
primary school is not progressed, 
then further residential develop¬ 
ment would be appropriate.” 

Tomorrow, the council’s Executive 
will consider offering the land on the 
open market for housing. 

But at a Canterbury Area Member 
Panel Meeting of the city’s council¬ 
lors on Monday, Liberal Democrat 
councillors came up with a new idea. 

Opposition leader Alex Perkins 
said: “The committee supported a 
proposal from me that the Executive 
be asked not to tender for sale for 
housing the area which was offered 
to KCC for a school. 

“We asked that other options be 
considered first. 

“One of the suggestions I made 


was that we offer that piece of land 
to a multi-screen cinema developer 
at the same reduced price we had 
offered it to Kent County Council for. 

“While we would prefer a new 
school, that having failed as Kent 
County Council withdrew, we 
thought the public would like to see 
a multiplex and that it would help to 
kick-start the development.” 

Abstained 

All Liberal Democrat councillors at 
the meeting voted in support of the 
plan, while all the Conservatives 
abstained, meaning the motion was 
passed. 

The primary school was to be built 
to replace two existing schools in 
poor accommodation. 

During the meeting Cllr Perkins 
said: “For about 15 years we were 
working with Kent County Council 
trying to get a new school in the 
Kingsmead area to replace two 
schools which are very old, and cer¬ 
tainly not buildings you would want 
to put a school in now. 

“Are we simply just going to accept 
we are going to have large numbers 
of young children entering education 
in buildings that simply are not fit 
for use?”

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Drug importer 
jaled following 
global manhunt

AN international cocaine traffick¬ 
er has been sent to prison for 
seven years after a three-year 
worldwide manhunt. 

Louis Bridgen, 47, of Ware, Hertfordshire, 
was sentenced at Canterbury Crown Court 
on Tuesday, September 7. He was initially 
caught after Kent Police found his DNA on a 
parcel containing a kilogramme of pure 
cocaine posted to Canterbury in March 2005. 

The court heard Bridgen flew to Los 
Angeles at least 16 times between July 2003 
and January 2006, and then couriered many 
kilos of cocaine back to the UK. 

Police and customs officials discovered two 
of the packages with cocaine inside. Two 
kilos worth of the drug were found in July 
2003, and two more in December 2004. The 
total of the cocaine found by police would 
have a street value of £420,000. 

In January 2006, Kent Police’s Serious 
Organised Crime Unit searched Bridgen’s 
home in Hertfordshire. They found 182 
grams of cocaine worth £5,000 and £12,300 
cash, and arrested the drug importer. 

Bridgen was bailed but he ran away almost 
immediately, triggering an international 
manhunt. He was found in July 2009 by Thai 
police who arrested him when he did failed to 
pay a $20 bar bill in Pattaya, Thailand and 
then gave a false name, which aroused suspi¬ 
cions. 

The drug trafficker was extradited back to 
the UK in March 2010 and went on trial in 
Canterbury Crown Court. 

On Wednesday, May 26, he pleaded guilty 
to knowingly being concerned in the importa¬ 
tion of cocaine between July 2003 to July 
2006 with intent to supply. 

DI Eddie Fox, from Kent Police’s Serious 
and Organised Crime Unit, led the investiga¬ 
tion.

He said: “Bridgen thought he was being 
clever by posting the drugs to addresses in 
the UK, but the packages were intercepted 
and we were able to identify him as being 
responsible. 

“Following his initial arrest he absconded 
and fled to Thailand where he thought he 
was beyond the reach of British justice, but 
one minor incident in Thailand resulted in 
his arrest, and many uncomfortable months 
in a local prison. 

“The Thai authorities worked together 
with Kent Police to secure his extradition 
back to the UK. 

“This enquiry spanned three continents 
and this sentencing is a very satisfying con¬ 
clusion for us. 

“The message to anyone considering flee¬ 
ing justice is that if you do go, you will spend 
all the time looking over your shoulder in the 
knowledge that we will hunt you down, 
wherever you are.” 


Affordable homes 
scheme completed 

NEARLY 50 people on Canterbury council’s 
housing need register will get new homes, 
thanks to a recently-completed development. 

The £11 million scheme at Kingsbrook Park, 
near Kingsmead Road, contains 80 affordable 
homes. The other 32 homes are part of a part- 
buy, part-rent scheme for people who cannot 
afford a full mortgage. 

There are currently nearly 4,000 people on 
the council’s housing need register. 

The houses were built with help from a £4 
million grant from the government’s Homes 
and Communities Agency. 

Akin Durowoju, from the agency, said: “There 
is a great need for new and affordable homes in 
the area. 

“This development gives the Canterbury 
community an opportunity to take advantage 
of a property with a reduced rent, or even step 
on the housing ladder through the shared own¬ 
ership scheme.”

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Buses come round quicker 

TRAVELLERS taking the bus to Heme Bay 
and Whitstable will soon have to wait no 
more than 10 minutes. 

Bus operator Stagecoach is increasing the 
number of buses on the Triangle route from 
four to six per hour on weekdays and 
Saturdays, and on Sundays there will be a 
bus every 15 minutes from most stops. 

Broomfield routes 4 and 6 and Greenhill 
routes 4A and 6A and the university will still 
have two buses per hour. 

The £850,000 project funded by Stagecoach 
and Kent County Council and meant buying 
three new buses. Stagecoach bought 21 new 
buses for £3.2 million earlier in the year. 

Phil Medlicott, regional managing director, 
said: “We are delighted to work in partner¬ 
ship with Kent County Council on this proj¬ 
ect designed to benefit existing users and 
encourage more people to use the service.” 


Palace duty for regiment 

OUR boys will be swapping battle dress for 
Buckingham Palace after five years overseas. 

The 2nd Battalion of the Princess of Wales’ 
Royal Regiment, Canterbury’s home regi¬ 
ment, will return to England to guard the 
Queen outside St James’ Palace, Windsor 
Castle, the Tower of London and 
Buckingham Palace. 

The Canterbury and Whitstable infantry¬ 
men spent two and a half years in Northern 
Ireland followed by two and a half years in 
Dekhelia, Cyprus where they were the 
reserve battalion for Afghanistan. 

Now they will spend two years in the 
Artillery Barracks in Woolwich, south east 
London, where they will play a ceremonial 
role, as well as vital security work for HRH. 

Crash victim cut from car 

A CRASH victim had to be cut out of her car 
on Friday after it hit a tree near Broad Oak. 

The Ford Ka crashed near the level cross¬ 
ing on the Broad Oak Road near Canterbury 
at 8.30am. The passenger was thought to 
have fractured her pelvis and leg and the 
female driver sustained head injuries. 

The road was closed and both casualties 
were taken to the William Harvey Hospital 
in Ashford by ambulance.

Now teachers are starting to plan the activi¬ 
ties it is important to remember that, to make 
the events a real success, they will need the 


support of local adults. 

“That does not just mean mums and dads 
but grandparents, family friends, local garden¬ 
ing enthusiasts and nearby businesses. We 
urge everyone to get in touch with their local 


school, find out if they are holding an event, 
and get the date in their diary.”

The new Government's planned education shake-up is welcome, says Gary Wright... 



NOW the exam celebrations are over and 
students are settling down to a new aca¬ 
demic year, it’s time for a little reflection. 

I have already written extensively about the A-level 
mania that grips this country as our 18-year-olds are 
propelled through the system towards a university 
place, a potentially useless degree and a £20,000 debt. 

So too our GCSE system, where schools’ success is 
judged by the number of pupils who attain five or more 
grade Cs or above in any old subject, even though a 
mere five grade C GCSEs don’t get the pupil anywhere. 

The class of 2010 was, according to educationalists, 
another bumper year for even better qualifications, both 
at GCSE and A-level. 

So, now that the back-patting is over, I thought it 
worth a closer look at the facts behind the euphoria. 

Academic qualifications in core subjects have fallen. 
Fact. Non-academic qualifications were allowed parity 
with academic GCSEs from 2004, thanks to Blair’s mob. 
So ‘computer skills’, ‘sports leadership’ and certificates 
of‘personal effectiveness’ were given parity with tradi¬ 
tional subjects on those all-important league tables. 

Understandably, the average teenager chose those 
easy subjects over science, history and languages. So too 
the schools, with that ever watchful eye on league 
tables. Figures show an amazing 2,300 per cent rise in 
the number of pupils choosing non-academic qualifica¬ 
tions in six years. 

Last year, 64,000 16-year-olds took a ‘first award in 
IT’, seen as equivalent to a GCSE, but taking a lot less 
time to teach. Did these schools push their students to 


take it just to boost their league table points? Oh, I 
think so. Meanwhile 44,000 fewer children took a sci¬ 
ence or an additional science compared with the previ¬ 
ous year. And French dropped out of the top ten GCSEs 
for the first time (Labour decided it was no longer com¬ 
pulsory for 14 to 16-year-olds in 2004). 

Today, only 15 per cent of our 16-year-olds achieved 
what can described as good GCSE results in English, 
maths, science, foreign languages and humanities. 

So three cheers for our new leaders, who have decid¬ 
ed to look again. With the launch of the English 
Baccalaureate from next year, pupils will be able to gain 
it only by getting C or above in five subjects including 
English literature, maths, a science, a foreign language 
and one humanity (including history, geography, art or 
music). 

So employers will really understand the academic 
ability of youngsters (universities won’t care, so long as 
they can keep taking at least £3,000 a year). 

Asian countries are outstripping the UK in scientific 
learning and education minister Michael Gove says he 
is determined to “introduce more young people to the 
best that has been thought and written”. 

It signals an end to school league tables and a simple 
recognition of success in core subjects. We will have the 
White Paper this autumn and can expect a lot of heck¬ 
ling from Labour and heads who fear they won’t be able 
to find enough teachers of the right calibre to match 
their successes with easy GCSEs. 

I share the latter fear, too, but commend the return to 
proper education, which stops the slide toward ‘qualifi¬ 
cations’, which are no such thing.

A young man from a grammar 
school came to us on work experi¬ 
ence and it came out in conversa¬ 
tion that a teacher who was also 
the careers advisor, was just out of 
university and only 22 years old. 
What experience did she have to be 
able to give advice to young people? 

My son who went to a secondary 
school and as a teenager would 


have never been able to cope, aca¬ 
demically and emotionally, at gram¬ 
mar school. 

He went to technical college and 
entered an electronics Btec course. 
He left at the end of the course 
with the qualification and was 
accepted by the BBC as an engi¬ 
neer, went on to become an engi¬ 
neering manager for the BBC and 
at 34 took an external university 
degree in music and now has BA 
Hons after his name. 

Education continues after school, 
as does the development of young 
people, and often it is the wrong 
decision to force children into an 
academic path rather let them grow 
at their own rate. Too much is put 
on them by schools and parents to 
aim for a degree course rather than 
allowing them to blossom at their 
own rate. 

What’s wrong being a plumber, a 
carpenter, a mechanic or an electri¬ 
cian, if they are good at that and 
contributing to society? 

We have too many people with 
degrees and no work, and not 
enough people who can do the more 
practical work we all need done.

Youngsters miss out 
on natural contact 

Kent’s younger generation is miss¬ 
ing out on childhood experiences of 
nature their parents and grandpar¬ 
ents enjoyed, according to research 
bytheRSPB. 

It marks the launch of Every 



Child Outdoors, the RSPB’s report 
into the relationship between chil¬ 
dren and nature. People were 
asked which of 12 outdoor experi¬ 
ences they remembered having as 
a child. 

For men it was climbing trees (80 
per cent), building a camp or den 
(77), and collecting and playing 
conkers (75). For women it was 
making a daisy chain (80 per cent), 
feeding the birds (67) and collect¬ 
ing and playing conkers (66). 

However, the research showed 
that significantly fewer 15 to 34- 
year-olds had these kinds of child¬ 
hood experiences compared with 
those aged over 55. 

To many, it would seem obvious 
that a crucial part of childhood is 
exploring the world around you. 

Unfortunately, this is far from 
the case and the amount of time 
and contact children are having 
with nature is declining. 

Growing evidence shows the 
diverse and positive impacts of con¬ 
tact with nature on a child’s educa¬ 
tion, health, wellbeing and social 
skills - as well as the benefits to 
the environment. At the same time 
there has been a decline in these 
opportunities with negative conse¬ 
quences for children, families and 
society. 

Tthe RSPB’s Dungeness reserve 
is a great place for children to go 
and experience the outdoors. It 
welcomes 4,500 pupils annually 
and has been awarded the national 
Learning Outside the Classroom 
quality badge. 

School groups can take part in 
the Living Classrooms programme 
with an exciting range of activities 
designed to work with the national 
curriculum in science and geogra¬ 
phy. The activities also link to liter¬ 
acy, numeracy, IT, citizenship and 
thinking skills. 

Children can also join the 
Wildlife Explorer group which 
meets monthly. Members can dis¬ 
cover more about the reserve and 
all the creatures that live there as 
well as meeting the wardens and 
helping with conservation. 

TRe RSPB has more than a 40- 
year history in getting children 
outdoors and is committed to con¬ 
tinuing to play our part. 

We also need government and 
schools to recognise the crucial role 
the public believes they should 
play in enabling all children to 
experience, enjoy and benefit from 
contact with the natural environ¬ 
ment. 

There is overwhelming support 
for getting every child outdoors, 
with 92 per cent of the public 
agreeing that experiences of nature 
are still important to children 
today. A study by Ofsted found 
schools relied heavily on financial 
contributions from parents and 
carers to meet the costs of school 
trips and visits. 

The RSPB is concerned that chil¬ 
dren from poorer backgrounds miss 
out on these experiences. 

We believe all children should 
have equal opportunity to experi¬ 
ence nature. 

More than 290,000 people have 
signed the RSPB’s Letter to the 
Future which calls on greater 
investment in nature and inspiring 
children to protect it.

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TWO rare clouded leopards have 
been born at Port Lympne Wild 
Animal Park. 

The cubs - pictured above - join mum and 
dad, Thyto and Aston, and sister, Phaya. 

Their gender is yet to be identified, but at 
just three weeks old the cubs have been 
caught on camera by keeper Neville Buck. 

He said: “We’re really pleased with the 
birth of Thyto’s fourth litter, it’s an important 


step in conserving this beautiful species. I 
was able to check the pair and take photos 
when Thyto was feeding. They should start to 
explore the outside world at about six 
weeks.” 

The clouded leopard is the smallest of the 
big cats and native to the tropical forests of 
South-east Asia. The population is declining 
rapidly and it is estimated that fewer than 
10,000 remain. The species is threatened by 
hunting and deforestation.

SOME special musical guests will 
be arriving in Kent in spectacular 
style tomorrow. 

To mark the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of composer Chopin, the Polish National Radio 
Symphony Orchestra is paying a visit to Dover 
to perform a special concert. But they will be 
travelling across the seas in eye-catching fash¬ 
ion, aboard Dar Mlodziezy. 

The three-mast frigate is a Polish sailing 
training vessel designed by Zygmunt Choren 
and launched at the Gdansk Shipyard in 1982. 

During the day, visitors will be able to visit 
the ship, which was built for around the world 
trips and can stay at sea for up to 60 days. The 
ship won the 2006 World Cup regatta around 
Bornholm and now it is bringing the orchestra 
to Dover, as part of a series of celebratory con¬ 
certs around Europe. 

The orchestra is performing at Copenhagen, 
Gothenburg, Oslo and Boulogne-sur-Mer, as 
well as Dover. 

The voyage, dubbed DFDS Seaways Under 
the Flag of Chopin, has been arranged in part¬ 
nership with the Embassy of the Republic of 
Poland and the Polish Cultural Institute. It is 
also supported by the Ministry of Culture and 
National Heritage, Fryderyk Chopin Institute 
in Warsaw and Adam Mickiewicz Institute in 
Warsaw. 

Thursday’s journey across the sea will culmi¬ 
nate in a performance by the orchestra at 
Dover Town Hall at 7pm on Thursday. 

Conducted by Jacek Kasprzyk, the concert 
will feature rising soloist Ewa Kupiec and 
includes some music which is appropriate for 
the seaside setting. The programme also 
includes Chopin’s Fantasy on Polish Airs and 
Andante Spianato and Grand Polonaise in E 
flat major. 

Last year the orchestra played to a sell-out 
audience at Canterbury Cathedral, when 
Krzysztof Penderecki conducted his acclaimed 
St Luke Passion as part of the Sounds New 
Contemporary Music Festival. 

Considered to be Poland’s leading orchestra, 
it also acts as a cultural ambassador on the 
international art scene. 

Bom in a village in the Duchy of Warsaw in 
1810, Chopin soon revealed himself to be a 
child prodigy pianist and composer. His educa¬ 
tion was completed in the city, but following 
the November 1830 uprising, he became part 
of the Polish Great Emigration when he 
moved to Paris. 

He gave few public performances during his 
career, supporting himself by teaching and 
composing. For 10 years he shared a tempes¬ 
tuous relationship with female French writer, 
George Sand and their affair has been the 
focus of much interest, including a theatre 
show called The Last Ballade. 



When Chopin first met Sand, she was the 
mistress of his friend, fellow composer Franz 
Liszt and he took an immediate dislike to her. 
But they later fell in love and their relation¬ 
ship ended just two years before his death. 

His technically-demanding works are still 
extremely popular today, for although they are 
challenging, they also express great emotion 
and subtle nuances. Not only did he make 
major innovations to certain musical tech¬ 


niques, he also invented the musical form 
known as the instrumental ballade. 

Despite his genius, Chopin was not destined 
to live to an old age. Throughout his life he suf¬ 
fered from health problems and he died in 
Paris in October 1849, aged just 39.

SONY Ericsson reckons the Xperia X10 is so good 
they even brought out a fun-size version the X10 Mini. 

And this range of flagship phones is an 
entertaining choice with some nice soft¬ 
ware that brings social networking and 
media galleries together in two easily nav¬ 
igated streams. 

The large Xperia X10 and its cigarette- 
box size brother, the keyboard-equipped 
X10 mini Pro, both look the part boasting a 
sleek, black body and sparkling screen. 

And the phones have brains as well as 
beauty with powerful processors running 
Google's Android operating system and 
great cameras, with the X10 packing a 
whopping 8.1 megapixel shooter. 

The mini is not far behind with a 
decent 5 megapixel offering. 


Sony Ericsson has added its own features to the 
standard Android package, commonly called a skin. 

This consists of Timescape - which brings together 
all your social feeds from Twitter to text messages into 
one media stream - and 
Mediascape - which does the 
same but for photos and video, 
allowing you to view albums on 
Facebook as well as those stored 
on your phone. 

Timescape presents you 
with a smooth- scrolling 
stream of tweets, texts and 
status updates, but it's pretty 
much just a viewer. To see the 
message you tap once, but to 
reply you have to open a sepa¬ 
rate app, be it Twitter, text 
messages or Facebook. 
Mediascape on the other 


hand is a great addition, and it is nice 
to have all your pictures in one 
place, especially displayed on the 
XIO's brilliant screen. 

The only downside is current¬ 
ly the phones still run an elder¬ 
ly version of Android. 

Stuck on'droid 1.6, users 
miss out on Microsoft 
Exchange support, a 
deal-breaker for 
many busi¬ 
ness cus¬ 
tomers, and it 
can only support one 
Google account at a time. There are 
workarounds -1 used an app which came bundled with 
the review phone called Moxier Mail. It does the job, but 
it's not the integrated experience it should be on a 
phone like the X10. 


And despite the power of the hardware, you will 
find moments where the otherwise responsive 
screen drags and stutters. 

But wait! News just in is that this month Sony 
Ericsson will finally be 
updating the whole Xperia 
range to Android 2.1. This 
means Exchange support, 
faster Bluetooth, live wallpa¬ 
pers and five home screens on 
which to keep all your favourite 
Android apps. 

So now really is a good time 
to pick up this soon-to-be-even- 
more powerful smartphone. 
Because compared to Apple's ubiq¬ 
uitous iPhone, the X10 is preposterous¬ 
ly good value. It's free on most contracts, 
and you can find one for £255 sim free. 
Considering its capable camera, this 
really isn't bad for guality hardware, especially 
as you know the software is going to be updated in a 
couple of weeks.

ANYONE who owns an iPhone knows the only 
real problem is its battery that doesn't last a 
day without recharging. 

Apple fans will say it's because the iPhone 
does so much that you use it for everything; crit¬ 
ics of the iconic phone say it's overpriced and 
Apple builds in obsolescence by sealing the bat¬ 
tery inside. 

So while other phones offer the option of 
carrying another fully charged battery to be 
truly mobile, Apple owners need to consider 
options like the Mophie Juice Pack Air. 

It is in fact a really neat piece of kit, the lat¬ 
est from a manufacturer which has shown 
you can have longer life and good looks. It 
doubles your battery life and acts as protec¬ 
tive cover. 

There are two versions, one for the iPhone and 
the other for the iPod touch both around £60. 

Running Wi-Fi, GPS and 3G on the iPhone 3G 
with the Juice Pack Air attached will yield 
about two full days of heavy use.

Using it flat 
out for games, internet and music we saw 12 
hours which really is double what the iPod 
touch normally managed. 

The only disadvantage is while the case is on 
the loudspeaker doesn't work so you need 
headphones. And in place of the Apple lead you 
get a mini USB which can charge from your 
computer port or with common adapter plugs. 

For my 13-year-old son it transformed his 
experience especially when we went on holiday. 
His 8gb Touch never went flat so long and he 
remembered to charge it when not in use. Fie 
also loved the slightly larger case. 

First the iPod charged, then the juice pack 
Effectively you can switch the juice pack on to 
recharge an ailing iPod too. 

There are two groups of people who will 
benefit. Games addicts and iPhone users who 
use the full range of facilites. And I reckon 
that's about everyone.

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Meet Tamara Drewe - country 
life will never be the same again

A NEW life in the country is a 
messy business in Stephen 
Frears’s rollicking comedy based 
on Posy Simmonds’s much-loved 
graphic novel. 

Shot on location in Dorset, during an 
unseasonably hot spell last October, Tamara 
Drewe chronicles one turbulent year in the life 
of a young woman struggling to come to terms 
with the death of her mother. 

The people she touches during the grieving 
process also undergo transformations, gaining 
the strength to make tough decisions about 
their personal relationships or pursue deep- 
rooted obsessions to their catastrophic 
conclusion. 

Screenwriter Moira Buffini draws 
inspiration from Simmonds’s illustrations to 
sketch finely detailed characters complete 
with moral flaws, retaining the spirit of the 
book while playing to the strengths of film. 

Gemma Arterton is perfectly cast as London 
newspaper journalist Tamara, who returns to 
the cosy village of Ewedown to sell her late 
mother’s cottage. 

Blessed with a cosmetically-sculpted new 
nose and a sense of style that sets her apart 
from her Wellington boot-clad neighbours, 
Tarama turns heads of the men folk. 

She hires childhood sweetheart and 
handyman, Andy Cobb (Luke Evans), to 
oversee repairs whilst encouraging lustful 
glances from celebrated thriller writer and 
serial philanderer, Nicholas Hardiment (Roger 
Allam), who treats his wife Beth (Tamsin 
Greig) like a skivvy and is ill-suited to the 
rural setting. 

“I don’t like cows. They exude bovine malice,” 
he complains. 

Tempers flare when Tamara begins dating 
Ben Sergeant (Dominic Cooper), drummer 
and driving force behind rock band Swipe. 

Schoolgirls Jody (Jessica Barden) and Casey 
(Charlotte Christie), obsessive fans of Ben,

harbour dreams of stealing the rock god away 
from Tamara, and they will stoop to any 
depths to get their man. 

Meanwhile, Beth enjoys compliments from 
American scholar Glen (Bill Camp), who 
cannot disguise his admiration for everything 
that she does, gushing excitedly: “If it were 
possible to have an orgasm from food, these 
mince pies would do it!” 

Tamara Drewe puts a joyful and sometimes 
darkly humorous spin on Thomas Hardy’s Far 
From The Madding Crowd, with Arterton’s 
sexy heroine at the centre of the bed-hopping 
and intrigue. 


Allam’s adulterer elicits pantomime boos 
with every act of treachery, and Greig tugs the 
heartstrings with a tour de force performance 
as a down-trodden cuckold, who notices her 
husband’s natural glow after one liaison and 
innocently chirps: “You’re buzzing like my 
electric toothbrush just after I’ve changed the 
batteries.” 

Cooper gets lost in the mix, while the double- 
act of potty-mouthed youngsters Barden and 
Christie pickpocket all the best exchanges, 
including one quip about teapot lids that 
might just turn out to be one of the lines of the 
year.

THIS latest television venture into 
the UK’s mercurial housing market 
deals with families who have made 
singularly terrible decisions when 
investing in that ‘dream home’. 

Never mind that it has dry rot, wet 
rot, woodworm, a rat infestation, 
death watch beetle, rnasomy bees, 
and a flooding cellar - these families 
bought their wrecks anyway. And 
they did not even think to get a 
structural survey. 

In this new programme Channel 4 
has roped in property veteran Sarah 
Beeny to help hapless homeowners 
sort out their eye-wateringly foolish 
purchases. 

I watched a couple from Garden 
Village in Hull struggle against their 
100-year-old forever home, which was 
being tom apart by magnificent yet 
treacherous trees. 

The roots had destroyed sewage

pipes and the trees’ thirst for water 
had made the soil diy up and the 
house subside. This in turn had 
produced cracks in rnasomy and 
windows, leaving the whole place 
damp and rotting. 

And woodworm was happily eating 
its way through floorboards and 
structural beams. 

The show’s producers dealt with 
this grizzly situation by introducing 
comically nightmarish music 
throughout, and a series of 
melodramatically colourless shots 
depicting the worst of the defects. 

Even the usually upbeat Sarah 
Beeny has been told to keep her 
commentary to a hushed monotone, 
lending the programme a bizarrely 
gothic feel. 


A 

But the programme does have 
several redeeming features. Ms 
Beeny gives her usual brand of 
friendly, helpful and practical advice. 
She is also not too shy to tell people 
what needs doing. 

The programme is littered with 
hints and tips for those with similar 
problems, from how to spot whether 
your woodworm is alive to the 
perennial plea to get a full stmctural 
survey. 

And rather than introduce too 
much false melodrama, the couple I 
watched got to enjoy an experiment 
showing that, despite months of 
sleepless nights, their house was not 
actually going to topple down. 

The programme does show that, even 
if you have bought a ridiculously 
dubious-looking house, it will 
probably be okay given enough 
money, care and attention.

AS we creep along the 
jungle trail it’s difficult to 
imagine that just a decade 
ago this was a lawless land 
where rebels roamed. 

Gun-toting militiamen ravaged 
this wildlife sanctuary deep in 
Sierra Leone’s south-east forest, 
killing animals for food and fun, 
stealing anything they could find 
and flushing out the community. 

Tony Blair had to send troops in to 
Freetown to rescue British citizens. 

Now tour operator Exodus takes 
Britons back there on holiday; on 
guided group tours offering a mix of 
local culture, wildlife, great beaches 
and organised activities like canoe 
trips and midnight snorkelling. 

Certainly, life is thriving again on 
the wildlife sanctuary of Tiwai 
Island. 

Eleven species of monkey rule the 
forest and the elusive pygmy 
hippopotamus roams the beds of the 
lazy Moa River. 

Scores of bird species live in 
treetops above the majestic buttress 
roots and dense bush far beneath. 

We took a walk at dawn, a good 
time to see animals, and mysterious 
rustlings and cracking branches 
indicated there were plenty about. 

Our guide, Mohamed Koroma, 
from Kambama village, started 
work in the forest as a teenager. 

He talked about the day the rebels 
came: “When they reached the 
village, they asked us to cross with 
them. Someone refused and they 
killed him.” 

Tiwai Island typifies proud and 
beautiful Sierra Leone, a country 
roughly the size of Wales and 60 per 
cent Islamic. 

Where terror once ruled, natural 
beauty now pervades and its people 
want to share it with visitors. 

As you land in Sierra Leone, after 
a six-hour flight from London, all 


you see from the window is deep 
green forest and rust-red earth. This 
can only be Africa. 

At Lungi Airport on the western 
coast, the heat envelops you. Our 
long wait at the luggage carousel 
was eased by friendly West African 
greetings. Unlike many undeveloped 
airports, people are keen to help. 

Lungi is across the huge natural 
harbour from Freetown, the bustling 
capital, so we caught the boat for the 
half-hour sea trip. 

We explored the city on foot, via 
the indoor market, where bartering 
for wooden figurines and ornate 
fabrics is part of the fun. 

Inside St George’s Cathedral we 
found calm amid all the commotion. 

In the heart of the capital is the 
iconic Cotton Tree, where Sierra 
Leoneans gather for celebrations. Its 
huge canopy spreads like a comfort 
blanket over a central square. 

Freetown witnessed so much 
terror during the 1991 to 2002 civil 
war, but tourist chiefs plan to 
change this war-tom image. 

To the south of the Western Area 
peninsula lie the Banana Islands, 


places of incredible beauty which 
are scarred with an ugly history. 

Sierra Leone was a hub of the 
slave trade, and the islands were 
slaving ports. 

It’s tough to visualise these 
atrocities as you stroll along the 
beaches and swim in calm, warm seas. 

A few yards from the shore, beach 
huts are spacious and comfortable. 
At our request, restaurant staff 
swam out for fresh lobsters. 

After soaking up the rays, we drove 
into the hills of the peninsula to 
Tacugama Chimpanzee Sanctuary, 
which cares for 100 abused chimps 
before returning them to the wild. 

Sierra Leone’s second city, Bo, is 
six hours’ drive from Freetown. 

A walk around the maze of narrow 
alleyways in the food market 
challenges the senses. Chillies of 
every colour are strewn across 
tables, the smell of pungent dried 
fish fills the air and traders shout 
their prices. 

A rough diamond in West Africa, 
Sierra Leone is rich in natural 
beauty and genuine hospitality, and 
eager to invite the world to share it.

The top sellers are a familiar Nol-No2 
partnership of the Fiesta supermini and 
the Focus family hatch, while the brand’s 
Galaxy MPV and Transit and Fiesta 
vans head their respective sectors. 

Ford of Britain MD Nigel Sharp said 
the robust performance was down to 
clearer pricing, new ads and “our best 
ever vehicle range.” 



Chevy Captiva tuned to 
capture more buyers 


CHEVROLET has updated its value-for- 
money five/seven-seat Captiva SUV to 
take it more upmarket. 

Front end tidying up includes new cor¬ 
porate twin grille styling; the cabin has 
been upgraded; and there are new 
engines and transmissions with front- 
wheel drive and 4x4 layouts. 

The new power comes from a 171bhp 
2.4-litre petrol unit and two 2.2-litre tur¬ 
bodiesels with 163bhp and 184bhp and 
the most intriguing aspect will be how 
these interact with a re-tuned chassis 
claimed to improve the big Chevy’s cor¬ 
nering, roll characteristics and ride feel. 



Mazda bucks market 


DARTFORD-based Mazda UK hit a new 
market share milestone in August - 3.8 
per cent of the retail market and 2.7 per 
cent of the overall market, including 
fleet sales.

In a market down 17.5 percent on a 
year ago, combined sales of models like 
the Mazda6 (pictured) rose 4.4 percent 
over August 2009 and sales so far this 
year are 17.9 per cent up on a year ago. 



HAVING produced one of the 
best value serious off-roaders in 
the business before, has Kia gone 
soft on us with the new Sorento? 

The Korean brand admits it can sell more 
units by abandoning the ‘rough tough 4x4’ sec¬ 
tor and Sorento prices are as keen as ever, 
though the £21,455 five-seat, front-wheel drive 
only entry model with a 2.4-litre 172bhp petrol 
engine is slower and thirstier than the 2.2-litre 
194bhp diesel - the must buy from an extra 
£1,800 that also brings seven seats. 

The Sorento now straddles the SUV (sports 
utility vehicle) and MPV sectors and is close to 
the Volvo XC90 SUV for a lot less money and 
with Kia’s now universal seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty. 

It could not differ more from its predecessor; 
the classic ‘body on ladder frame’ for off-roader 
rigidity over rough terrain has made way for a 
one-piece body akin to a standard car. 

It means the newcomer is lighter, more styl¬ 
ish and far better on-road, yet 4x4 versions 
(from £24,495) can tackle fairly dodgy terrain 
too - as I proved at the launch earlier this year.

And now, after a whole week with the car, I 
like it even more. The diesel might sound a lit¬ 
tle gruff, but has plenty of low-down urge for 
this big car in busy traffic, while allowing eco¬ 
nomical cruising, averaging around 40mpg in 
manual or auto form - both six-speeders. 

The car’s height and bulk are controlled well 
when driven with spirit too, while Kia’s 
increasing mastery of decent interiors at value 
prices is also evident. 

However, the test car’s silver-coloured plastic 
highlights already showed some scuffing, 
which does not bode well for how they might 
look in a year’s time. 

The cabin is huge and airiness was enhanced 
by a panoramic sun roof - with electric open¬ 
ing/tilt on the front section - standard on our 
£30,005 KX-3 4x4 flagship model. 

Both rear rows of seats are easily managed 
for whatever mix of seating and cargo is 
required and second row seats rake so that 
passengers can snooze on long journeys; the 
new Sorento really does crossover/MPV duties 
rather well. 

Of course, there are brand snobs who might 
crave more status, but why spend more and 
settle for a piffling warranty too?

Someone looking to borrow below 60 per cent 
of a property’s value can obtain a mortgage for 
under three per cent on a two-year fixed rate 
basis, whereas a first time borrower looking at 
90 per cent of the property’s value will be look¬ 
ing at around 6-6.5 per cent for a two-year 
fixed rate deal. 

For those who may think home ownership is 
out of reach, a number of schemes exist that 
are specifically designed for those on lower 
incomes or with limited deposits. 

These shared equity schemes are govern¬ 
ment funded and are run under the banner of 
‘affordable home ownership’. 

Specific details can be obtained at 
www.homesandcommunities.co.uk. 

In short, an equity loan is offered that pro¬ 
vides up to 30 per cent of the purchase price on 
which no repayments are required for up to 
five years. 

The scheme is available under the title 
HomeBuy Direct to allow purchasers to buy 
selected new build properties on sites that 
have been approved through the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA).

Kent’s fate in Division One of the champi¬ 
onship will be decided this week after their 
final game of the season at Yorkshire (which 
ends Thursday), but whether they stay up or go 
down, championship cricket may not be the pri¬ 
ority next season. 


In the past, to their credit, Kent have 
attacked all three domestic competitions and 
set out at the start of a season to win all three, 
but next year with a squad even lighter than 
this year’s, the attention is likely to be on just 
one or two. 

Farbrace said: ‘What are we aiming for next 
season? Maybe 20-over cricket is the competi¬ 
tion we attack next year, maybe 40-over cricket 
as well, it could be both. Maybe those are the 
competitions we look to get some silverware in. 

‘Yes, we might be slightly handicapped that 
we haven’t got a gun overseas player and we 
might not have an overseas player at all, but if 
the likes of [Ashley] Shaw and [Matt] Coles are 
bowling alongside the likes of [Simon] Cook, 
Stevens, Azhar [Mahmood] and Treddy, then 
it’s not too bad a bowling attack. 

“There’s no point in trying to hide the situa¬ 
tion, I think we’ve got to be open and honest 
and say this is where we are heading and we’ve 
got to make the most of it and we are going to 
need everybody’s help, on and off the pitch.”
